ON THE DEFENSIVE, 
Eenators Resolved on Publishing 
Russian Treaty 


* 


WasntNoron, D. C., March 81.—The criti- 
cisms that have been made upon the Russian 
treaty whether just or not, have had the ef- 
fect of putting the Senate upon the defensive, 
and itis understood that when it is finally 
decided to give the treaty out it will be ac- 
companied by the draft of the convention as 
itcameto the Senate, so that comparison 
may be made between the treaty as ratified 
andtheone upon which the Senate acted. 
Accompanying this will also appear the cor- 
respondence, for it is understood to-day that 
the State Department has given its consent 
to the publication of the messages that 
passed between the representatives of the 
contracting powers. 

The Senate had about made up its mind 
that it would act regardlesss of the the feel- 
ings ofthe State Department and that con- 
sent was readily secured, although consent 
to make public the text of the instrument 
itself has never been withheld. Mr. Butter, 
Acting Ohairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, was absent yesterday, or 
it is probable that the treaty would have 
been released then. 

Extraordinary care has been taken that 
this treaty sbould be kept as a profound 
secret and it bas been impossible to get any- 
thing like an accurate insight tothe much 
discussed convention. The most recent 
treaty previously made by this Government 


was that made with Belgium in 1882, and that 
contains a clause thatis said by Senators to 
be almost identical with the political 
clause’’ of the treaty under discussion. 

Political clauses are not at all rare in trea- 
ties made by the United States, for from 
early days the right ofasylum has been pro- 
tected in allconventions that have been ne- 
gotiated. In many cases the language is ex- 
actly the same, while in others there isa 
different way of expressing the intention of 
this Government, Dut it is expressly stipu- 
lated that extradition will not be granted for 
offenses ofa political nature in the treaties 
with Austria, Belgium, Dominican Republic, 
Ecquador, France, Hayti, Italy, Japan, 
Mexico, Netherlands, Nicaragua, Orange 
Free State, Spain, Sweden and Norway and 
the Swiss Confederation. Some of 
these treaties were made many years 
ago, and although amended and altered, 
the political clauses’’ still remain. The 
crime of forgery, by which is meant, as stip- 
ulated in the treaties, ‘‘the utterance of 
forged papers and also the counterteiting of 
public, sovereign and governmental acts,“ 
which appears in the Russian treaty, also 
appears in many of these earlier treaties, 
but the fact remains, as stated in the Senate 
when this particular treaty was up for dis- 
cussion, that no country maintains a front 
guarded against the escape of its citizens 
at all comparable with the rigid 
discipline and strict surveillance main- 
tained by the Government of the Ozar, 
and what might be a simple provision in- 
tended to provide for the capture of erim- 
mals pure and simple, in any one of these 
other countries, becomes, under the peculiar 
conditions that exist in Russia, a standing 
menace to the safety ofevery man who ma 
be able to get out of that country and reac 
the shorés of America. 

The treaty concluded with Belgium in the 
year 1882 and proclaimed Nov. 2, 1882, in two 


days after the exchange of ratifications, con- 
“or a poritical nature. 
An additional clause provides that ‘‘a per- 


son who has been surrendered on account of 
one ofthe common crimes mentioned shall 
consequently in no case be prosecuted and 
punished inthe State to which his extradi- 
tion has been granted on account of a polit- 
icalcrime or offense committed by himor 
previously to his extradition or on account 
of an act connected with such crime or 
offense, unless he has been at liberty to leave 
the country for one month after having been 
tried, and in case of condemnation for one 
monthafter having taken his punishment.’’ 

It is understood that this provision is also 
found in the Russian treaty, but it was as- 
serted upon the floor ot the Senate that ex- 
traditionto Belgium and Russia under the 
treaties, thoughthe same wording, meant 
two different things. 


SENSATIONAL CHARGES. 


Government Customs Officers Said 
Connive at Opium Smuggling. 


Tacoma, Wash., March 81.—A forerunner of 
the biggest scandal in the customs service 
that ever happened on Puget Sound was the 
seizure of the Chinamenon the Haytien Re- 
public in Portland a few days ago. A seizure 
of Chinamen for being illegally in the coun- 
try was an important matter in itself, espe- 
clally as the removal of the local customs in- 
spectors followed. This, however, is but the 
beginning oftheend. Withina few days it 
will be shown that the owners of this steamer 
were in collusion with high officials of the 
Treasury Department in carrying on a gigan- 
tic smuggling business. The last time the 
Haytien Republic wasin Vancouver she was 
fined $400 for taking opium out of Canada 
without its having Deen entered on her in- 
voices, 

Upon the steamer’s arrivalon this side of 
the line there is no record that even a pound 
of the opium she carried paid duty. The last 
time that the Haytien Republic was in Vic- 
torla she was libeled for $15,000 which was, as 
stated in the records of the court, for pre- 
pared opium sold tothe owners of the vessel 
and which had not been paid for. The steam- 
er was released on bonds being given and 
she started on her trip with the contraband 
Chinamen who were apprehended. The 
above facts are of record in the Oanadian 
courts and can easily be substantiated. 

Ten tons of prepared opium is the amount 
that this boat alone has smuggled within the 
last few months under the eyes and with the 
practical consent of certain high custom- 
house officials. Now that those in office ex- 
pect to be out ofa job, they have overdone 
what ina quiet way has been going on regu- 
larly. They have not been honest among 
themselves and several are ready to turn 
State’s evidence to shield themselves.

Rev. Fr. Charles Zeigler, pastor of St.

Lixcouy, Neb., March 81.—The full text of 
the m ty report of the committee of law- 
vers appdinted by the State Legislature to 
report w the testimony taken by the 
several committees selected to investigate 
the accounts of State officers, is sufficient to 
warrant impeachment proceedings, is as 


To the Honorable the House of Representatives: 
We, the undersigned, appointed by your honora- 
ble budy to examine the testimony taken by the sev- 
eral — appointed to examine 
into xpenditures and 
other features of yo State institutions and to report 
whether or not such testimony shows any of the 
State officials or ex-State officials to have been guilty 
of malfeasance or negligeuce sufficientto warrant 
impeachment proceedings against them or any of 
them, beg leave to report that we have heard read 
all the testimony taken by said committee which has 
been submitted us, and have 
carefully considered the game, and that in 
our opinion, there is sufficient testimony taken 
and reportea by said committees to warrant the in- 
stituting of impeachment proceedings against the 
following persons te-wit: John C. Allen, Secre- 
tary of State; A R. Humphrey, C — 1 of 
Pablic Lands and Bulidings; George H. Hastings, 
Attorney-General, and J. E. Hill, ex- - Treasurer of 


State. 

We donot understand that it was within the pur- 
view of the resolution under which we were ap- 
pointed to report any special finding of facts upon 
which our conclusion is based, and we have there- 
fore not done so. But as a matter of law we have no 
dobut that the facts as testified to before the several 
committees of investigation appointed by your hon- 
orable body are sufficient te warrant articles of im- 
peachment against the persons above named. 

The testimony shows a systematic and continuous 
piundering of the State by some of the contractors 
for furnishing supplies to the Ilospital for the In- 
sane, and in the accounts rendered to the Board of 
Public Lands and Buildings, for maserial furnished 
and labor a plied in the construction of the addi- 
tion to the Penitentiary known as the ne cell 
house. and we recommend that suit be instituted 
at ence against euch of the fraudulent contractors 
as are n responsible to recover back the 
amounts which they have so fraudulently obtained 
from the State. Also, that suite be cemmenced 
againstsuch of the parties as the testimony shows 
were implicated in the frauds as aiders and abettors 
thereof while in the service of the State, and the 
sureties upon their bonds in cases where bonds were 
given. All of which is respectfully suomitted.

Almy, the murderer of Christie 
Worden. Directly after Almy’s resentence 
at Plymouth last May the death warrant was 
committed to Silas H. Brigham of Lisbon, 
directing him to execute Frank ©. Almyon 


the third Tuesday in May, 1898. He has had 
the paper in his possessien ever since. Mr. 
Brigham was acandidate for re-election as 
sheriff last November, but was defeated by 
his Republican competitor, Charles O. Huri- 
burt, who will enter upon his duties on April 
1. It has been supposed generally that the 
hanging of Almy devolved upon Mr. Hurl- 
burt, but sec. 9, chap. 312, of the public 
statutes places that duty upon Mr. Brigham. 

The section is as follows: 

Upon the resignation or removal from office, or 
upon expirations of terms of office of Sheriff, he 
shall execute all precepts in his hands, complete all 
official business previously committed to him and 
deliver to his successor aii prisoners iu his 
custody 

Sheriff Brigham has visited Almy at the 
prison and informed him that he had the 
pee in his possession and would execute 
t according to law. 

Almy killed Miss Worden on the i7th ot 
July, 1891, near the home of the Wordens, 
where he had been employed as a farm 
hand, afew miles from Hanover. His cap- 
ture by a mob of citizens inthe Worden barn, 
where he had concealed himself for five 
weeks after the crime, and his trial, reveal- 
ing the fact that he was an escaped convict; 
that he loved Christie, and failing to win her 
shot her to death in the presence of her 
mother and sister, form chapters of the most 
sensational criminal story in New England 
history.

CLAYTON’S ASSASSINS. 


Sheriff White cf Arkansas Thinks 
Has the Right Men. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., March 31.—The fact 
that Sheriff White of Conway County is now 
on the way to this State from Butte, Mont., 
with Frank Hickey and W. H. Burkhardt, 
suspected of complicity in the assassination 
of John M. Clayton at Plummerville. Jan. 29, 
1889, has aroused great interest in the case. 
Sheriff White wired the following dispatch 
to the Governor here yesterday: 

Arrived at 1:30 p Find the evidence against 
Hickey good, Hickey isaman of bad reputation, 
about 30 years old, § feet 7 inches tall, light com- 
sean light hair, red mustache, light blue eyes 
as rather a downward look, weighs 140 to 1 5 
pounds. The testimony will showthat he and this 
man here and one other man left a nad stabie at 
Conway, Ark., and drove to Plummerville on the 
night of the murder. The witness is well acquainted 
in Little Rock, but has asked notto give his name. 
Start for Little Kock immediately. 

The ‘‘this man here“ referred to by Sheriff 
White is supposed tobe W. H. Burkhardt. 
Hickey was arrested in Denver and brought 
back to Butte and tried for the murder of Po- 
liceman Wm. F. Jordon last June. Of this 
charge he was acquitted by a jury. After 
being released he went ona spree and was 
rearrested for threatening violence toall who 
were interested in his prosecution, particu- 
larly W. H. Burkhardt, who was the princl- 
pal witness against him. 

Meer Werner of Butte claims that when 
he arrested Hickey at Denver a man who 
serveda term with Hickey stated that 
Hickey made an admission to him that he 
was one ofthe men who fixed Clayton. 
Burkhardt, under a promise that he would 
not be molested by Arkansas officers, con- 
fessed his share in tue transaction. He said 
that he, with Hickey and two other men 
whose names are supposed to be in poses 
sion of Sheriff White engaged a team at a 
town a short distance from Plummer- 
ville to go to Clayton’s resi- 
dence, Burkhardt drove the team 
while Hickey and twoother men were dele- 
gated to kill Clayton. They accomplished 
their mission all right, but whether forthe 
8 of robbery or whether they were 

lred to commit the murder he would not 
state. Burkhardt gave the names of the men 
from whomthe team was secured, also ati 
the minute particulars of the affair. He 
stated that the revolvers with which the 
murder was accomplished were cached ina 
certain place near the roadway several miles 
from Clayton’s residence. One of the re- 
volvers was retained by Hickey and so!d by 
him to a conductor. 

When Hickey was acquitted of the charge of 
murdering Officer Jordan, Werner tele- 
graphed the sheriffof Little Rock avout the 
matter. Instead of replying to the telegram 
the Sherif simply turned the telegram over 
to the newspapers. Werner then sent a 
communication to a prominent citizen of 
Little Rock, who made an investigation of 
the circumstances surrounding the murder 
of Clayton with the result that the Governor 
of Arkansas concluded to issue requisition 
papers for Hickey. Hickey is a cook and 
associates with the criminal element entire- 
ly. Burkhardt is a one legged telegraph 
operator.

Again we appealto the Legislature of this 
State to promptly pass the bill making it a 
misdemeaner for newspapers to state their 
circulation falsely. 

Itisa bill to prevent false pretenses by 
which people are deluded and cheated daily. 

People read a newspaper because they 
agree with its editorial aims or cpinions, or 
because for any reasonit interests them and 
supplies them with the information that 
they seek. 

But persons advertise in newspapersas a 
matter of business, not of favor. They want 
to reach in this way the largest number of 
people. Therefore they are concerned to 
know the truth—the exact truth—as to the 
circulation ot any paper. In all fairness they 
are entitled to know it, as much as people 
are entitled to know the capital and other 
pertinent facts regarding the stability of a 
bank with which they do business. 

The competition for advertisements among 
newspapers is keen, and it is notorious that 
false representations of circulation are com- 
mon. Claims are made by different news. 
papers that are incompatible. For example, 
it cannot be true that each of several news- 
papers has a larger circulation than any of 
the others. : 

The bill before the Legislature, if it be- 
comes a law, will put an end to this immor- 
ality and prevent a vast aggregate amount 
of losses by people who are deceived and 
swindled by the — ot it. 


AS MUNICIPAL reform is depend- 
ent largely upon the state of public 
education, a free library is one of the prin- 
cipal agencies in such a work.

unt NOT BS EXHIBITED. 


| The Declaration of Independence and the 
Constitution Not for Chicago. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 81.—One of the 
most important features of the Government 
display atthe World’s Fair—the exhibition 
of the declaration of independence and con- 
stitution—has Deen abandoned owing to pro- 
tests from historical societies throughout the 
country and persons interested in preserv- 
ing these valuable documents from injury 
which, however slight, must necessarily 


have followed to some extent in their ship- 
ment from the State Departiaent to Chicago, 
the wear and tearthey were bound to un- 
dergo in exposing them every day torthe 
edification and imstruction of thousands at 
the exhibition, many of whom would 
have arded these manuscripts on 
account the relations they bear to the 
functions of the Government from its infancy 
to the present day, asthe most valuable ex- 
hibit made by any department of the execu. 
tive branch. The drafts of the declaration 
of inde Gence and the constitution, which 
are greatly treasured by the State Depart- 
— and looked upon with the greatest re- 
ect by its employes, will not go to Chicago 
: ter all, but will remain where they are, 
and will not be subjected to the possi- 
bility of becoming in any way tampe with 
by cranks. When it was first proposed Ade 
ing these documents to the fair some months 
ago it was thought by miny unwise, but at 
last the orders were given that they were to 
go and the most elaborate preparations were 
made to secure safe transportation and pro- 
tect them while at the fair. 

The fact is they are in more danger from 
interference from outsiders now than they 
would ever be in Chicago, or en route, as no 
precautions are taken that would prevent 
anyone from walking off with them at any 
time during office hours. From the opening 
of the department inthe morning until the 
close of official business the declaration is 
exhibited in a wooden case with 
a plain glass Over it, and the 
only protection afforded is two 
wooden mahogany doors swinging open the 
greater part of the time and upon which isa 
card tnforming persons that all anyone has 
to doistoturnthe key, open the door and 
look at the faded parchment. The Constitu- 
tion is kept — ther partof the room and 
is equally unprote a. There is nothing to 
prevent a person from carrying both cases 
off at once, or taking the documents out,con- 
cealing them under a good-sized overcoat 
and guietly walking out of the building. 

Some weeks ago protests from the society 
of the Revolution and Sons of the American 
Revolution and other historical societies and 
prominent persons began to come into the 
department against the removal of the pa- 
pers on account of the danger that might 
follow. 

Mr. Curtis’ ‘attention was brought to the 
matter and he has ‘written a letter to the 
Secretary of State, stating thatthe scheme 
had better be abandoned. The secre tary has 
taken the matter under consideration, and 
itis practically settled that the documents 
will remain in Washington.

INSANE HENRY W. DIXON 


Said to Be Living in Cal:fornia Where He 
Was Taxen by Lawyer Root. 


CHICAGO, March 31.—Press telegrams from 
this city a few days ago contained the an- 
nouncement that Capt. James W. Dixon ot 
Flushing, L. I., had brought suit against 
lawyer Henry A. Rootof New York and Chi- 
cago for the recovery of money belonging to 
his demented brother, Henry W. Dixon, 
which he alleges was wrongfully held in the 


possession of Mr. Root. 

It was charged in the bill filed by Capt. 
Dixon that Root has for a long time exer- 
cised an undue influence over Henry W. 
Dixon, and has secured control of the lat- 
ter’s fortune, which amounted to over 
$100,000. Although Henry W. Dixon was de- 
clared insane one 8 ago, his brother’s 
allegations are that he has been unduly in- 
fluenced by Root fora period of eight years, 
and that heis now restrained of his libert y 
by the lawyer. 

In support of Capt. Dixon’s claim a tele- 
gram from Pomona, Cal., appeared in the 
morning a rey here stating that about the 
middle · o December two men, who 
registered Henry A. Root and Henry W. 
Dixon, appeared in Pomona. They sought 
the cry" and most secluded hotel and the 
next da aged rooms and board at the 
ranch o n Eames for the season, and 
Root —4.— that there should be no 
visitors allowed and that Mr. Eames 
should 22 his mouth shut. Root, ac- 
cording to the Pomona telegram, said he was 
a prominent politician from Boston, who 
sought seclusion here after campaign work 
and that Dixon had nervous prostration and 
must be quiet. Next day Root said he hada 
telegram from Chicago and must there for 
a few days, promis! ae to hurry up and come 
back. Hegaid he had a friend in Pomona, 
who would keep Dixon in money, but that 
he would stop all money if Dixon should be 
allowed to make promiscuous acquaintances 
in Pomona and to write letters. 

The Pomona dispatch further states that 
Dixon has been visited twice by a man named 
Couding, Who claimed to come from Dixon’s 
brother. He urged Dixon to go with bim 
upon a journey in Lower California and pro- 
posed that they playa joke upon Root by go- 
ing secretly, so that Root would be at his 
wit's end to find him. 

The Pomona correspondent claims that 
Dixon was visited by Dr. Howard, who was 
once chief physician in a Western insane 
asylum. Ne said that Dixon is rational on 
ordinary affairs, but his insanity has the 
form of absolute ‘confidence in any one who 
makes himself agreeable. He has no busi- 
nessabuity, and although he says he has 
known for several years that he was lHving 
on $400 or 5 00 a year, while his guardian was 
getting away with tens of thousands of dol- 

rs of his property, he regards it asa huge

FOLLOWED LOUBET. 


The Ribot Ministry Voted Out by the 
French Chember. 

Paris, March 81.—The Ribot Ministry 
was but little longer lived than 
its predecessor, presided over by 
Loubet. It survived - the Panama 
disclosures, and met on a vote ona minor 
question of raising public revenues. The 
vote on the question was 247 to 242, the Gov- 
ernment lacking six votes of a majority. 

Premier Ribot tendered the resignations of 
himself and colleagues to President Carnot 
last evening. The Ministry will 
continue in office, however, un- 
til the President selects a new 
Premierand he succeeds informing a Cabi- 
net. It seems probable that M. Constans 
will be asked to form a Ministry. 


THE OTHER SIDE OF THE sTORY. 

New York, March 381.—The story Drought 
from San Domingo yesterday by some pass- 
engers on the steamer Saginaw, to the effect 
that the President of San Domingo had brok- 
en into the safe of the French Bank, is not 
generally credited here. Among those who 
disbelieve the story is F. L. Vasquez, the San 
Domingo Consul General. Mr. Vasquez ex- 
plained that an international misunder- 
standing had occurred between his Govern- 
ment and France over the settlement ofa 
Supreme Court decision in favor of the Pres- 
ident in his personal capacity, who had sued 
tne French Bank in San Domingo city for 
$65,000. 

The bank officials declined to obey the or- 
ders of the Supreme Court and, upon its 
threat to enforce its decree, appealed to the 
French Consul, who called for the support of 
a man-of-war then in port. 

This was the situation of affairs ten dafs 
ago. The Consul General’s mail by the Sagi- 
naw yesterday contained the Government’s 
reply to this protest of the French Consul. 
It was in effect that the Government of San 
Domingo could not interfere with judicial 
decrees of the Supreme Court, unless a re- 
fusal soto do would precipitate a conflict. 
andthat if the Government receded from 
this position it would only be under strong 
protest. 

Mr. Vasquez’s communication, which was 
only semi-offictal, stated further that the 
matter was yetinabeyance. He also gave 
information of ap incipient revolution that 
had been inaugurated by Dominicans on the 
Haytian side of the border, near Monte 
Christi. These defeated 400 Government 
troops in one battle. 

Reinforcements were sent tothe spot by 
President Heureaux, who also prepared to 
follow when he received word that the revo. 
lutionists had been driven over the border. 

These preparations, the Consul thougnt, 
may have given rise to rumors of flight on 
the part of President Heureaux. 


A MOB ATTACKS TOURISTS. 

Lopaz, Bolivia, March 81.—An attack was 
made on the American students ‘en route to 
Chicago, The students were attending in 
procession the faneral ofa Chilian who was 
being buried according to Masonic rites. A 
mob attaeked the students. .In their fury 
they smashed the instruments carried by the 
students, many of whom yore seriously in- 
jured. 

The Government of Bolivia has raised the 
state of siegein the Republic except in the 
State of Beni. Conditional amnesty has been 
granted, but the right has been reserved to 
prosecute all who were engaged in the recent 
attempt to overthrow the Government, 


VASQUEZ’S VICTORY. 

PANAMA, Colombia, March 81.—An official 
telegram has been received from Coma. 
guaya, in which itis stated that Gen. Vas- 
quez has attacked the revolutionists and 
won a signal victory. Many of the revolu- 
tionists were killed, but the Government 
troops escaped without loss.

Experts Give Testimony in Mid- 
_ wife Hotson’s pe 
The State's Case ‘Comes * a "Rather 
' Weak Ending. 


ZACHRITZ REFUSES TO EXPLAIN MARY 
BECKER’S FAILURE TO APPEAR. 


The Only Very Damaging Evidence 
Against Mrs. Hotson Was That Fur- 
nished by Kitty Mosely and John Mur- 
phy, the Cab Driver, Who FErought 
Iaura Fitts Home—Testimony of the 
Experts for the Defense. 


When Midwife Lizzie Hotson cameinto the 
Criminal Court this morning it was with the 
air of one from whose shouldersa great 
weight had been lifted. The prosecution had 
closed its case, there were no more charges 
to face. All that remained was the undoing 
of the scant web of evidence the State’s at- 
torney had so unskilifully woven. Her eyes, 
large and beautiful eyes they are, the strik- 
ing feature ofan otherwise uncharacteristic 
face, that appealing look with which they 
have scanned the reporters’ pencils, as a 
damaging dit of evidence was jotted 
down, and took on a defiant 
air. She was dressed as usual 
in a modest costume of gray, the only touch 
of color being a clump of roses in her jaunty 
bonnet. Only once during the trial had she 
lost her composure, that was when Kitty 
Mosely repeated the damaging admissions 
made by her in Mrs. Hurst’s sporting house 
on the night Laura Fitts came by the afflic- 
tion that caused her death. But more than 
Kitty Mosely’s evidence she feared what 
might be told by Mary Becker, the woman 
who had been in her house on the night of 
Jan. 28, 1891, and heard Laura Fitts’ agoniz- 
ing cries. It was only Mary Becker that the 
defendant and her attorneys feared. Her 
story would have clinched the case. The 
peculiar action of the State’s attorney led 
everyone to believe that Mary Becker was 
here. His witnesses were kept under 
lock and key, and an air of 
impenetrable mystery surrounded his 
conduct of the case, His actions 
yesterday clearly indicated that he wished 
to convey the impression that she was in the 
witness-room. To every one’s surprise he 
closed the case yesterday without producing 
her. Noone was more agreeably surprised 
than the defense, who were unprepared to 
immediately take up their case. 

Circuit Attorney Zachritz has no excuse to 
offer for his action in the Mary Becker mat- 
ter. In response to a direct interrogatory 
this morning he said: 

No, Mary Becker is not here.“ 

Did you make any attempt to get—’’ 

„Oh, don't ask me about that now. Iam 
too bothered with this case. I don’t care to 
take my mind offit to explain. That is all 
he has to say in explanation of why the 
State’s principal witness is not here. 

THE STATE’S CASE CLOSED. 

The State’s case came to a weak and 
abrupt ending yesterday afternoon. Instead 
ot Mary Becker, who was expected to clinch 
rosecution, Dr. Green, Mr. 
Robert Fox,a boarder in the Fitts house, 
John Murphy, the cab driver, Miss Annie 
Bainedge and Mesdames Ellen Farrel and W. 
B. Caulfield were called. ADso- 
lutely nothing material was elicited, the 
prosecutor in his direct examination 
floundering like a legal neophyte. 

Question after question was objected to by 
the defense and invariably sustained. 
Three witnesses were not aliowed to answer 
a single interrogatory put by the State’s at- 
torney further than the giving of their 
names and addresses. 

THE DEFENSE OPENS. 

The defense opened its case with a purile 
quibble between Attorneys Zachritzand E. 
McDonald over the identification of a written 
statement made by Kitty Mosely to the Chief 
of Police. She was not present in court 
to identify her signature 830 that 
it could be put in evidence 
and Mr. McDonald put the State’s attorney 
on the stand, but he quibbled out of the iden- 
tification, and Judge Green reprimanded 
doth attorneys for delaying the court’s time. 

This morning Wm Berger was put on 
the stand. He attended a meeting ofa K 93 
P. lodge on the evening of Jan. 28, 1891,

Emperor Proposed to e 
England. 


From the Century Magazine. 

Napoleon frequently spoke of the invasion 
of England; that he never intended ‘to at- 
tempt it without a superiority of fleet to pro- 
tect the flotilla. This superiority would have 
been attained for a few days by leading ours 
out tothe West Indies and suddenly return- 
ing. Ifthe Freneh fleet arrived in the chan- 
ne] three or four days before ours it would be 
sufficient. The flotilla would immediately 


push out, accompanied by the fleet, and the 
landing might take place on any part of the 
coast, as he would march direct to London, 

He preferred the coast of Kent, but that 
must have depended on wind and weather, 
He would have placed himself at the disposal 
of naval officers and pilots to land the troops 
wherever they thought they could do so with 
the greatest security and the least time. 
He had 1,000,000 men, and each ofthe flotilla 
had boats to land them. Artillery and cav- 
alry would soon have followed,and the whole 
could have reached London in three days. 
He armed the flotilla merely to lead us to sup- 
pose that he intended it to fightits way across 
the Channel. It was only to decelve us. 

It was observed that we expected to be 
treated with great severity in case of his suc- 
ceeding, and he was asked what he would 
have done had he arrived in London. He said 
it was a difficult question to answer for a no- 
ple with spirit and energy, like the English, 
was not to be subdued even by taking the cap- 
ital. He would certainly have separated Ire- 
land from Great Britain and the occupying 
of the capital would have beena death-blow 
to our funds, creditand commerce. He asked 
me to say frankly whether we were not 
2 at his preparations for invading En- 
gland.

FROZEN PLANTS. 


Useful Hints to Those Who Desire to 
Save Them. 


From Meehan’s Monthly, 

The exact manner in which frost acts to the 
injury of vegetation isnot yet well under- 
stood. It is known that injuryis always 
more pronounced in ligut than in darkness. 
Roots oftrees exposed to frostin the day 
time usually rot, while if they are frozen and 
thawedin the darkness they seldom suffer. 
Nurserymen understand this better than the 
amateur. Boxed plants, usually hardy, may 
have their roots frozen, and yet, if thawed in 
a dark cellar, or suffered to remain in cases 
until thawed, are seidom injured. Small 


conservatories or frames, when by accident 
the plants 7 them get frozen, should be 
darkened the frozen plants allowed to 
thawin t 7 way, and the injury is much 
less, if auyz d all, than when thawed by the 
sunlight. 

Again, with half-hardy evergreens, which 
are supposed to be somewhat tender. ‘These 
suffer little under low temperature in Jan- 
uary, when in February they would be utterly 
killed under the same circumstances, and 
this is attributed to the much brighter light 
prevalling in that month than in the former 
one. The general impression is that evapo- 
ration is much greater under bright light 
than in darkness, anditisratherthe heavy 
loss of liquid under low temperatnre which 
Gestroys than the expansion and disruption 
ofthe tissues by frost. Indeed, there are 
some who contend that as lon} ‘as the plant 
retains a hold on life the sap does not freeze 
andif any ice is found in the tissue of plants 
that portion ofthe tissue Is practically dead. 
Ice is sometimes found inthe center of the 
trunks of trees, and during its formation will 
expand to such an extent astosplit the 
trunk, but of course, the interior of such 
- is composed practically of dead mate- 
r a >.

A tract of twenty- 
two. acres, located between Virginia 
avonde and Grand, on either side of 
Doner street was this morning sold for $60,000 
from the Doner Investment Co. to A. J. 
Kraeger, the well-known capitalist. The 
property is that portion of the Berthold 
track recently sold by George A. EKddy to the 
Doner Investment Co. for $37,000. Since 
their purchase of the tract it is understood 
they have turned it over at $50,000, but the 
parties to whom they sold did not want their 
names to appear, and the transfer 
will consequently be made direct from the 
Dover Investment.Co. to Mr. A. J. Kraeger. 
A year prior to these deals, which haveall 
taken place within one month and by which 
it can be seen that the property has en- 
hanced in value $23,000, Mr. Eddy purchased 
the property for $18,000. The direct cause of 
the enhancement is the increased demand 
for home sites in this section due to the 
Carondelet extension of the Scullin line, 
work on which will be commenced, it ts said, 
some time next month. 

The Gould property, a tract of 168 acres ad- 
joining the Doner tract on the west was sold 
this morning for $150,000 cash through the 
agency of G. W. Davis & Co. The syndicate 
which has secured this property is composed 
of the following well-known capital- 
ists: August Gehner, Sam H. Hoffman, Dr, 
Wm, J. Langen, Robert J. Lucas, G. W. 
Davis, Keely & Co., Judge Jerry Ryan and 
Henry Silvester. The property is north ot and 
adjoining Carondelet Park. It fronts 4,500 
feet on sas street immediately opposite 
the park and 4,500 front feet on Grand ave- 
nue. The Catholic Orphans’ Home now de- 
ing built on Grand avenue at a cost of $200,- 
000 is within 300 feet of the north line of the 

roperty. Mr. Davis says the property will

Grand avenue, forms the eastern boundary 
of the prope oa Morgan Ford road the 
western boun Poupeney’s Pond, a 
lake of fresh water onthe high ground west 
of Carondelet, ison the property, and itis 
understood will be utilized by the syndicate 
when improving the property asa rowing 
course and to beautify thelandscape.

He thought the 
site a p prety one for the establishment of a 
town like Pullman, where he could locate the 
shops pf the Iron Mountain and Missouri Fa- 
cific Raliroad systems and where 
he . would iterally own the 
town. For some reason, possibly 
because he had not all the land he wanted 
when his plan became known and the prop 
erty-owners wanted to make him pay too 
much forthe balance of the ground he 
wanted, he abandoned his project. Before 
the Geath of Jay Gould the tract 
could have been purchased at 
a lower figure than the price paid to-day. 
After bis death, however. the heirs deci: ted 
not to sell the ‘tract unless they could get all 
cash for it.

The Man Who Contested With Sterling 
Morton for a Feat in Congress.
